There are multiple definitions of highly capable,
from intellectual to academic to artistic. The res earch literature
strongly supports using multiple criteria to identi fy highly capable
students, and therefore, the legislature does not i ntend to prescribe
a single method. Instead, the legislature intends to allocate funding
based on two percent of each school district's popu lation and
authorize school districts to identify through the use of multiple,
objective criteria those students most highly capab le and eligible to
receive accelerated learning and enhanced instructi on in the program
offered by the district. Access to accelerated lea rning and enhanced
instruction through the program for highly capable students does not
constitute an individual entitlement for any partic ular student.
